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Wk  have  again  to  record  a  serious  illness 
of  the  Kmperor  D.  Palm  II,  bill  happily 
ii  has  been  uf  short  duration  and  ihe  illus- 
trious patient  is  now  convalescent.  Me 
was  taken  ill  at  Cannes  on  the  1st  and  in 
his  debilitated  condition  it  was  feared  lhat 
fatal  en  11  sequences  would  follow,  bill  under 
ihe  skillful  treatment  of  Dr.  Charcot  the 
danger  has  been  averted.  Aside  from  the 
brief  telegrams,  and  these  apparently  not 
always  correct,  very  little  has  been  said  here 
in  Biazil  concerning  the  Km  perm's  un- 
happy condition,  but  we  must  still  believe 
lhat  there  is  a  sincere  sympathy  for  him  in 
his  sufferings,  and  a  general,  although  un- 
spoken, wish  for  his  recovery. 


Thk  recent  action  *<>f  the  governor  of 
Sao  Paulo  in  partially  reorganizing  the 
normal  school  there,  by  which  the  old  slate 
church  is  quietly  set  aside  in  the  control  of 
that  institution,  is  the  first  slep  in  a  move- 
ment which  must  go  on  until  the  educa- 
tional system  of  Brazil  is  throughly  reformed 
and  the  reactionary  influence  of  the  church 
is  completely  destroyed.  We  have  again 
and  agtiin  urged  the  necessity  of  reorgan- 
izing ihe  schools  of  the  country  on  a  purely 
secular  basis,  and  more  in  accordance  with 
modern  scientific  methods.  Under  the 
empire  the  church  was  so  strong  lhat  all 
argument  on  this  score  was  wasted,  and 
even  now  the  influence  of  lhat  same  church 
is  strong  enough  to  close  the  ears  of  a  great 
majority  of  the  men  in  official  position. 
Governor  Prudentede  Mora.es,  however,  had 
already  taken  more  than  one  slep  in  favor 
of  educational    reform   and   was   therefore 


prepared   for  the  issue  which  has  recently 

been  raised,  lie  has  now  emancipated  the 
public  schools  of  his  stale,  from  official 
church  control,  he  has  abolished  religious 
instruction  in  the  primary  schools,  ami  he 
has  shut  out  church  Influence  from  the 
normal  school,  the  life  centre  or  his  new 
system.  The  church  may  slill  exercise  its 
legitimate  influence  in  leaching  morality 
and  religion,  but  it  is  not  in  the  future  to 
obstruct  the  development  of  secular  educa- 
tion in  that  stale  on  the  lines  which 
experience  has  shown  to  be  successful  else- 
where. We  hear,  also,  lhat  the  governor 
has  resolved  10  attach  two  mnde!  schools  to 
the  Sao  Paulo  normal  school,  and  has 
already  engaged  two  experienced  teachers 
for  them.  This  is  another  step  in  the  right 
direction.  A  norma!  school  is  almost 
valueless  without  practice  schools,  where 
the  normal  students  can  teach  under  the 
experienced  direction  of  skillful  teachers. 
Instead  ol  two  such  schools,  the  Silo  Paulo 
normal  school  should  have  a  do/en,  and 
doubtless  will  have  as  soon  as  their  practical 
value  is  understood.  Within  a  very  short 
time,  we  dare  affirm,  the  normal  school 
of  Sao  Paulo  will  draw  students  from 
every  part  of  the  country  because  ol  the 
practical  advantages  which  it  oilers  in  the 
proper  training  of  teachers.

ling  upon  a  plebiscite  for 
the  adoption  of  ihe  constitution,  without 
the  intervention  of  a  constituent  assembly, 
ihe  provisional  government  should  take  into 
consideration  the  important  fact  thai  this 
will  divest  the  organization  of  the  republic 
nl  every  semblance  ol  free  popular  action. 
The  revolution  ol  November  15th,  as  they 
well  know,  was  not  a  popular  movement  in 
any  sense  of  the  term.  It  originated  with 
a  few  olliiers  and  barely  half  a  dozen  civil- 
ians, and  was  aided  on  the  15th  by  a  mere 
handful  of  boys  and  agitators.  The  selec- 
tion of  General  Deodoro  as  chief  and  seven 
others  as  ministers  was  accomplished  within 
the  original  circle  of  revolutionists,  who 
had  to  call  in  outsiders  to  fill  some  of  the 
offices.  There  was  no  popular  assembly, 
nor  even  a  formal  convention  of  revolution- 
ists, to  accomplish  this  object.  Since  then 
all  the  changes  of  government  and  the  pro- 
mulgation of  new  laws  have  been  effected 
by  decrees  issued  by  this  sel recreated  govern- 
ment. There  has  never  been  an  election, 
nor  a  legislative  assembly,  nor  a  popular 
rati  lying  convention  of  any  character.  The 
people  simply  acquiesced  in  the  change, 
and  so  far  as  we  know  are  perfectly  content 
with  the  new  order  of  things;  but  this  in  no 
sense  can  be  construed  into  formal  action 
on  the  pari  of  the  people.  There  was  not 
one  single  element  of  popularity  in  it,  nor 
has  there  been  anything  of  lhat  character 
in  the  administration  of  public  affairs  since. 
Immediately  after  accomplishing  the  revolu- 
tion, the  leaders  promised  the  assembling 
of  a  constituent  assembly  for  the  adoption 
of  a  constitution  and  the  definite  organ- 
ization ol  the  republic,  and  this  was  follow- 
ed a  lew  days  later  by  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  to  prepare  a  draft  of  a  consti- 
tution for  presentation  to  this  assembly. 
Slill  later,  elections  were  called  for  Septem- 
ber 15th  to  elect  delegates  to  the  constituent 
assembly  winch  was  fixed  for  November 
151I1.  These  were  all  formal  administrative 
acts,  ami  clearly  bind  the  provisional  gov- 
ernment—if anything  can  bind  it— lo  a 
submission  of  the  constitution  for  amend- 
ment and  adoption  to  ihe  constituent  as- 
sembly, We  do  not  see  lhat  any  excuse 
exists,  or  can  exist,  for  a  modification  of 
this  plan.  The  pledge  of  the  provisional 
government  has  been  given  that  a  consti- 
tuent assembly  shall  be  called  ;  if  now,  the 
constitution  is  adopted  by  a  plebiscite  then 
the  principal  function  of  such  an  assembly 
is  lost  and  it  becomes  an  ordinary  legisla- 
tive  body   under  the  constitution.     It  will 
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thus  be  seen  that  this  plebiscite  will  serve  to 
discredit  llie  government  mul  defeat  the 
execution  of  its  clearly-expiv-setl  pmniise. 
Tlien,  ton;  without  Bubmiuin-  the  ammuni- 
tion to  11  constituent  assembly  it  will  be 
impossible  lu  obtain  any  popular  ilistussiuii 
and  amendment,  eaineqiiently  it  will  pos- 
sess no  popular  cli.u.icter.  If  adopted  by  a 
plebiscite  --and  no  one  dreams  .>T  any  effort 
at  the  polls  to  deleat  it— it  will  be  merely 
an  instrument  emanating  from  ..  self- 
appointed  revolutionary  junta,  which  is 
forced  upon  the  suffrages  of  the  people 
without  even  the  slightest  opportunity  for 
discussion  and  amendment.  We  say  "with- 
out discussion"  advisedly,  for  the  proposi- 
tion to  submit  the  instrument  to  newspaper 
criticism  is  clearly  an  absurdity  so  far  as 
any  deliberative  action  is  concerned.  If 
this  constitution  is  to  be  in  the  slightest 
degree  popular  in  origin  and  character,  it 
must  be  presented  to  the  delegates  uf  the 
people  for  discussion,  amendment  and 
adoption,  without  the  slightest  restriction 
upini  their  opinions  and  actum.  Other- 
wise, it  will  be  but  little  better  than  a 
charter  granted  by  a  supreme,  irresponsible 
power,  modified  only  hy  the  submissive 
acceptance  of  it  by  the  people,  without  any 
chance  to  discuss  and  modify  any  of  its 
provisions.  In  our  opinion  this  will  be 
directly  contradictory  to  the  principles 
which  the  provisional  government  professes 
to  hold.
